3 Jap Destroyers Sunk 
The navy, meanwhile, announced 
the sinking of three more Japan­ 
ese destroyers by United States 
submarines in tbs vicinity of UM 
Aleutian Island of Kiska. 
This brought Jap 
tbs Aleutian area to six destroy­ 
ers, one transport ta d one cruiser 
sunk; 
one 
destroyer 
probably 
sunk-; and four cruisers, two de­ 
stroyers, one aircraft carrier, one 
gunboat and one transport dam­ 
aged. 
These 18 ships sunk and dam­ 
aged went to pay for Japanese oc­ 
cupation of three islands—Kiska, 
Aittu and Agattu—all at the west­ 
ern extreme of the Aleutian chain.

"United States army and navy 
aircraft are continuing joint op­ 
erations against the enemy forces,” 
the communique concluded.

"Construction of new merchant 
tonnage in Great Britain continues 
within the limits of its available 
supply of labor and materiala but 
tfie volume is not large.

present powers and any powers the 
President may need.”

living.” 
The President replied with a 
flat no when asked at the press 
conference yesterday whether he 
intends to "freeze wages” and ad 
vised his questioner to wait for 
a message when asked if he in­ 
tends to suggest that to congress. 
Mr. Roosevelt would say then 
only that any message will go in­ 
to the cost of living which he de­ 
scribed as the first real domestic 
problem in carrying on the war.

Russian Counter-Drives Are 
Continued At Voronezh; 
Man-In-Street Calm

MOSCOW, July 22—Stalingrad and Rostov both were Im* 
periled gravely by fresh German advances today aa the million 
men of Marshal Fedor von Bock pressed relentlessly south and 
east against bitterly fighting but outnumbered Russian forces. 
Red Stfr, the army newspaper, said ominously that th# 
Germans are approaching the border of Stalingrad province. ‘ 
A furious German assault beat against the men of Marshal 
Semeon Timoshenko along the Moscow-Rostov railway. Tha 
drive is moving on Rostov from southeast of Millerovo and from 
Vonhilovgrad, both of which have fallen to the Germans in th# 
300-mile wide Don basin offensive. 
Red Star pointed to the danger thus: 
"Terrible days face the country. The enemy is rushing to th* 
vital centers of our country.” The newspaper called on Red soldier* 
to repeat the example of 28 Soviet troops, who in defending MosooW 
last winter, fought tank charges with their hands, all dying in th# 
struggle.

(The German high command said the lower Don baa been crossed 
on a broad front and that organised Russian resistance in th* Rostov 
region he* collapsed. Rostov was declared hemmed in.) 
Even aa the Russian armies In the south strove to stem the Gel* 
man advance, the forces at the northern end of the front around Vero* 
nosh war* reported holding the Initiative and counterattacking vigor* 
ously. The Russians announced four bridgeheads have been seised.

IN PEACETERMS 


Stephenson Traces History 


Of Treaties Designed 


To ‘End Wars’ 


Free peoples of the world must 
be thinking now of terms of peace 
which will guarantee Justice for 
s those of conquered nations at the 
end of the present war. State Rep. 
John P. Stephenson told 35 mem­ 
bers of the Rotary club *t their 
weekly luncheon-meeting Tuesday 
jt 
in the Travelers hotel. 
It- 
Mr. Stephenson was introduced 
by William Dunlap, program chair­ 
man. David Boyce, club president, 
presided and announced plans for 
the district assembly of Rotary 
presidents and secretaries next Fri­ 
day at Kent. He and H. B. Barth, 
secretary of the local club, will 
r attend. 
Outline Treaties 
The speaker traced the histories 
of treaties drawn up to end wars 
, .• 
and establish “everlasting peace” 
which were adopted by European 
nations in 1700, in 1815 and again 
in 1919. 
“We are not fighting this war to 
preserve our way of life,” said Mr. 
Stephenson. “We are going to de­ 
velop a better way of life than we 
have been living in the past. Im- 
# perialism Is dying, class distinction 
is passing.” 
The speaker declared that “the 
United Nations cannot fight this 
war half-wdy through and then 
qtiit”, which, he declared, was the 
case in the First World war. 
“The German people must be 
made to realize the awfulness of 
war and what it means to fight on 
their own soil rather than on the 
ground of their neighbors,” he as­ 
serted. 
*, 
Mr. Stephenson criticized some 
American industrialists, business­ 
men and laborites who, he said 
t “are not giving their best in the 
f prosecution of the war.” 
Sees Profit in Death 
“We have some businessmen who 
would sell the lifeblood of brave 
American boys on the battlefield 
to make more money,” he declared. 
“The peace of Versailles had no 
justice and the German people grew 
restless,” he continued. “This situa­ 
tion produced the character who 
today rules a large part of Europe 
Adolph Hitler. 
We must win this war, regard­ 
less of the cost, and then sit down 
with our former enemies at the 
conference table to work out a 
plan for a peace which will guar­ 
antee justice for the vanquished 
as well ae the victors.”

Despite all the methods that 
your grandmother, your aunts, and 
your uncles gave you, such as put­ 
ting caster beans in the runs or 
putting a little pin wheel over 
the runs, you will find that the 
moles never have heard these old 
stories so do not know they should 
not be there. 
The surest way is to use traps, 
resetting the traps every day in a 
new run until finally you locate 
the main run which they use every 
day. Most of the runs are used but 
once and, therefore, you are wast­ 
ing your time waiting for them to 
come back. 
Two other practical 
methods 
are fox terriers, who enjoy the 
sport, and a rocking chair and two 
spades. Some people prefer this 
latter method and find it very suc­ 
cessful. They merely sit and watch 
aud wait. Then when they see the 
ground moving, they put one spade 
before and one aft and they step 
in the middle.

THERE Is A rumor that President Roosevelt may 
ask congress to do something about stabilising 
wages. It’s too bad it Isn't accompanied by a rumor 
that something may be done about stabilising prices 
of farm commodities. Worst of all, it’s tragic that at 
Shit lata stage of the game a matter of such great 
Importance aa wage stabilisation should be only a 
rumor. 
In the face of facta, not theory—such cold facts 
as the continuous rise of farm commodity prices 
and the forthcoming increase In steel wages, with its 
Inevitable repercussions lo the automobile industry 
—the government’s policy of curbing inflation is be­ 
ginning to look sick. It is sick. It never had a 
chance to be anything else. 
Washington has played politics with national wel­ 
fare. Perhaps the attempt to keep fanners and or­ 
ganised wage earners in tbs happiest possible frame 
o f mind with more income while planning to give 
everybody else a little less income could be called 
eocial philanthropy or something equally fancy, but 
it all boils down to playing off one minority against 
another. That’s politics. 
Half a policy is worse than none. The Roosevelt 
administration wanted to avert Inflation, but it didn't 
want to offend farmers who wanted higher prices 
or organized wage earners who wanted higher rates. 
It wanted to have its inflation cake and not have 
it, too. 
Things are coming to a showdown with a rush. 
Either the United State* is going to make an honest, 
inclusive effort to evert inflation, or it is going to 
quit stalling and go on the binge that it still hasn’t 
had the courage to call off.

HILE the United Nations continue to wish they 
had a second front, the Axis continues to take 
advantage of the initiative, which has been its un­ 
contested privilege so far in the war. 
Aside from the probability of a Japanese attack on 
Russia, to bring that nation to it* knees if possible 
before the United Nations can do anything to help it, 
the moat obvious move now in the making concerns 
Crete.

Crete baa been described aa the world’! largest 
aircraft carrier, meaning that its situation In the 
eastern Mediterranean between Europe and Africa 
Bakes it a perfect base for aerial operations. Infor­ 
mation that German troops are being massed there 
means that preparation* ar* under way for an air­ 
borne attack on th* British in Egypt. Gen. Rommel 
vrlll receive his reinforcements by air mail. 
Once more the 'British will be placed under a ter­ 
rific handicap. Once more th* United Nations will 
take It on the chin and go rocking on their heels. 
Once more blood, toil, awest and tears will be the 
order of business. 
With each passing month of the war, almost with 
each new day, it is clearer that the Axis cornea close 
to doubling the power of its men and machines by 
continuing to hold the advantage of keeping the 
other side guessing—not with conjectures about an­ 
other front but with repeated thrusts at the euemy 
where they burt most. 


Air-borne invasion of Egypt and the Japanese at­ 
tack on Russia, if and when they happen, may be 
the worst news the anti-Axis nations have had to 
recover from yet. 


Mutual Embarrassment 


rp H E Finns, it may be imagined, are embarrassed 
^ 
because it has become necessary in the course 
of event# to give them an official fishy eye. Well, 
the em barrassm ent Is mutual. It's one of those 
things, as they say in diplomacy. 
The main thing wrong with the Finns is that they 
live too close to Russia, Everything they think or 
do is conditioned by th at fact aud with excellent 
reason. They expect nothing from Russia but trouble, 
and they've never been disappointed. 
* It wasn't their war debt payments that made 
America a soft touch for their appeals when Russia 
trampled over them. It was the fact that a little 
nation was bein* shoved around. Now, since Russia 
is fighting Germany instead of helping it, Americans 
are supposed to excuse all Its misdeeds. But It's far 
easier to forget that Finland now- Is allied with Ger­ 
m a n y in tho war against Russia than to forget Fin- 
Bind only a few years ago thrilled the world by its 
valiant battle against Russian invasion. 
This is one of the realities of war that can't be 
catalogued simply as good or bad. Finland, like some 
others, deserves a listing of Its own. It was and still 
is—in the middle. 


WHO la going to decide whether 
Mr. Henry J. K aiser’s pro­ 
p o sa l to build flying boats in the 
shipyards is to be accepted or 
rejected? .

For months and months on end 
we heard

could or could not do the kind of

airplane requires and there was 
nobody 
who

authority 
and the knowledge and the gump­ 
tion to fettle the argument. 
For more than a year before 
Pearl Harbor we heard from re­ 
sponsible men that merchant ships 
could not be built as fast as Mr. 
Kaiser and others now actually 
ara building them. 
The thing could not be done. 
There weren’t enough experienced 
shipbuilders until Mr. Kaiser and 
the 
others 
showed 
that 
there 
were enough men who could learn 
to build 
ships. 
We 
have 
been 
through the same experience with 
the navy, which lacked the means 
of 
making 
up 
its 
mind 
early 
anough to find men to build the 
types of escort vessels that can 
ba produced by mess production. 
We have been through the same 
performance/ with synthetic 
rub­ 
ber. Two years after the fall of 
France 
and 
the 
first 
Japanese 
move into Indo-China, Mr. Nelson, 
Mr. 
Jones 
and 
various 
senate 
committees still are investigating 
and debating. We ara having the 
e&me performance in the struggle 
with inflation. 
Two years 
after 
we decided to pour money into 
armaments, we still have nobody, 
except 
the 
President 
casually, 
who plans and directs and can 
make decisions about the whole 
campaign. 


P*OR lack of an orderly way of 
* 
studying and deciding these 
large questions of policy wa are 
under an enormous handicap in 
mobilising 
the 
genius 
of 
thin 
country for the conduct of the 
war. 
Mr. Kaiser’s proposal is a chal­ 
lenge which can prove the capa­ 
city of th# government to make 
decisions. He says that the 70-ton 
aircraft Mars of the Glenn L. Mar­ 
tin Co. of Baltimore can be fab­ 
ricated in nine existing shipyards 
at ths rate of IO a month in each 
yard at the end of three months, 
and at the rate or 40 a month by 
tha end of a year. 
Before anyone says 
that 
Gila 
sounds like Mr. Henry Ford's fa­ 
mous remark that be could build 
—what was it—a thousand planes 
a day, let us remember how much 
time was lost in letting Mr. Ford 
go to work to astound the world 
by building heavy bombers at the 
rate of one every two hours. 
Before any one goes overboard 
and announces 
that shipbuilders 
cannot make flying boats, let him 


look back and remember the skep­ 
tics who told Admiral Land and 
Admiral Vickery that Mr. Kaiser 
could not build cargo ships. Be­ 
fore 
any one 
settles 
down 
to 
prove that the difficulties of the 
Kaiser plan render it impossible, 
let us be assured that th* pro­ 
posal 
is in the bands of men 
whose only Interest is bow the 
difficulties can be overcome. 
Laymen cannot and should not 
judge this proposal of Mr. Kai­ 
ser'*. But they can 
insist that 
America’s secret weapon is th* art 
of mas* production, and that th* 
masters of this art, men ilk* Mr. 
Ford and Mr. Kaiser, now have 
proved beyond th* possibility of 
dispute that they can apply it 
to any object of standardised de­ 
sign, bs it a bomber or a ship 
or a tank or a gun. 
The difficulty is 
not at 
the 
scene of production. It is always 
higher ap where the decision has 
to be taken about what is want­ 
ed, and lower down and behind 
them in getting men who do not 
fully understand mass production 
to organize the flow of materials 
to feed their plants. 


rpH E triumphs of our war pro* 
1 duction are at the scene of final 
production, in the plants and ship­ 
yards; the delays and weaknesses 
in our war production have been 
wher* policy is determined 
and 
where conflicting interests have to 
be reconciled and organized. 
The 
miracles of production take place 
as the muddles of policy-making 
re resolved. 
The principal raason for the mud­ 
dles of policy-making is that the 
responsibility is divided by the de­ 
tails of their departments. 
The heads of ths war agencies 
are really too busy to think; among 
most of them that tenth of a good 
man's mind which is the best of his 
mind is sucked dry by correspond­ 
ence, interviews, conferences, tele­ 
phone calls. 
It is the rarest of exceptions 
when an American public man or­ 
ganizes himself so that he has time 
to think and, indeed, to meditate, 
while he still bas a fresh brain. 
The effect of being too busy with 
loo many little things is that at the 
level where high policy is decided, a 
rather tired and not very well-in­ 
formed chief becomes the mouth 
piece of his own bureaucrats. 
He finds himself fighting the 
unending battle of departmental 
preogatives with the fervor that 
better might be devoted to fight 
lng our enemies. 
And, worse than 
that, he finds himself oftener than 
not the advocate of not doing the 
thing which his bureaucrats tell 
him cannot be done because tbey 
did not think of doing It. 
That is why we are months late 
In combating the submarines, why 
we are very late in providing ayu 
Bietle rubber and other critical ma­ 
terials, why we are fumbling war 
finance and rationing and th* allo­ 
cation of man power. 
The men who are nominally at 
the top in these matters—M essn 
Nelson, Henderson, Knox, Jones, 
Morgenthau—are not really on top 
of their problems. 
They are en 
meshed 
in administrative detail 
and in the bureaucratic routine and 
the departmental rivalries and in 
politics. 
So they never have the 
time, the energy and the freedom 
to master the great questions of 
policy, decide them clearly and 
conclusively, 
and 
act 
on 
them 
promptly. 
That is why projects, of which 
Mr. Kaiser’s la only the most recent 
of a long series, are normally sub­ 
ject to a period of muddled debate 
before a decision Is taken.

The Science Corner 
By L. A. H A W K IN S 
Q.—Does scratching weaken glass? 
A.—Yes it does. Glass may be weakened by simply 
scratching its surface. As a m atter of fact, when 
desirous of shortening a piece of thin glass tubing 
in laboratories, scientists simply scratch around the 
outside of the tube with a file. Slight pressure down­ 
ward on either side of the scratch then will produce 
a clean break right along the scratch. 


Q.—Why does sound travel faster In solids than 
in liquids or gases, and why does it travel faster 
in hot air than in cold air? 
A —Sound is a w are motion of the air, to and fro, 
producing compression waves. The speed of any 
wave motion depends on the density of the ma­ 
terial that moves back and forth as the wave passes, 
and also of course on the “restoring force”—that is, 
on the stiffness or compressibility of the material. 
These factors both change for air when the air la 
heated; and so the srpeed of sound changes with 
tem perature.

ALLIES’ SHIP LOSSES 
APPROACH 400 MARK

Wartime sinkings of Allied and 
neutral merchantmen in the west­ 
ern Atlantic neared the 400-mark 
today, grimly accentuated by dis­ 
closure that losses "greatly have 
exceeded new construction.” 
While the war shipping admin­ 
istration was making its somber 
announcement and revealing that

Don naturally increases the danger 
to Timonshenko’s general defensive 
strategy, but the capture of the 
city wouldn’t in itself represent a 
disaster.

The letter con­ 
tinues : 


“ t SEE in The 
Review 
where 
I East Liverpool is having a 
‘‘Heroes day”. I think it is a grand 
thing, but we, who have four boys 
in the service of this great coun­ 
try, deserve no more credit than a 
family who has its only-boy in the 
service. This is not a criticism of 
your “Heroes day”, but a sugges­ 
tion from one who wants to see 
all mothers honored. 
“My mother Is spared this con­ 
flict and the worry It brings. I 
would have hated to see mother 
when the news of my two grand 
brothers’ deaths came 
and 
she 
faced the possibility of losing her

“I have seen a little of the hard­ 
ship of war while In Africa and 
Egypt.

At 
night when it is cool and the sun­ 
set is near, a group of fellows 
will get together and sing songs. 
They sing old and new songs, 
patriotic,

songs that bring tears to your 
eyes. Then they top It off with 
the “White Cliffs of Dover” as 
the boat rocks back and forth. 
You then wonder what the new 
day will bring, whether it will be 
sorrow or happiness and what the 
world will be after the war. I will 
always feel bad at the loss of 
Richard and Charles.* 
“He also said some days he 
cusses the army and next day he 


wouldn’t trade his place in this 
war for a million. This typifies 
the spirit of our American boys.

J., July 22—Reasons for the loss of Tobruk and 
other British reverses in Africa up to the battle of El Alametn have 
been a topic of widespread discussion not only among m ilitary experts 
bot a t thousands of family dinner tables throughout the country. 
In the opinion of the average man both here in the United States 
and in Canada, the chief blame* 
rests not upon the British soldiers 
bist upon their leaders. 
The general view of the public, 
as revealed in surveys conducted 
by the American Institute of Pub­ 
lic Opinion and the affiliated Can­ 
adian 
Institute, is that lack of 
competent leadership in battle and 
inadequate or 
faulty 
equipment 
supplied to the troops by their 
leaders were the main cause of the 
British retreat. 
Few Question Fighting Spirit 
Only a small number in 
the 
United States and an even smaller 
proportion in Canada question the 
fighting ability or fighting spirit 
of the British troops themselves.

retreat into Egypt. Only a small 
part of the interviewing was there­ 
fore done after the heroic British 
stand a t El Alamein.
